OF  THE 

NORTH  RIDING  INFIRMARY, 
MIDDLESBROUGH. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1940. 


The  General  Board  has  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the 
Subscribers'  Council  its  Annual  Report,  Statement  of  Accounts 
and  Balance  Sheet  referring  to  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1940. 

Work  of  the  Year. 

The  work  of  the  Infirmary  during  the  past  year  was  well 
maintained  in  spite  of  the  necessity  of  keeping  a  considerable 
number  of  beds  available  for  possible  air  raid  casualities. 
Altogether  2, 129  patients  were  admitted  including  those  injured 
by  enemy  action  and  members  of  H.M.  Forces.  As  may  be  seen 
by  referring  to  the  Statistical  Tables  elsewhere  in  this  Report, 
a  very  high  proportion  of  those  admitted  were  emergencies  and 
accident  cases  for  which  accommodation  had  to  be  found,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  admission  of  waiting  list  cases  had 
necessarily  to  be  restricted. 

FINANCE. 

Income. 

In  reviewing  the  Statement  of  Income  for  the  past  year 
the  Board  feels  it  necessary  to  ask  for  two  relative  facts  to 
be  taken  into  account. 

Firstly,  in  comparing  the  Income  with  that  received  the 
previous  year  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  effect  of 
the  decision  taken  in  1 939  to  close  the  books  actually  at  the 
31st  December.  This  effect  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the 
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amount  of  Contributions  received  from  Employers  and  Em¬ 
ployees,  which  taken  together  show  £11,960  for  1940,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  £8,238  for  the  year  1939.  An  increase  of  £3,700,  but 
of  this  amount  approximately- £3,000,  being  contributions  from 
Employers  and  Employees,  was  credited  to  the  1 940  Income  as 
the  result  of  the  change  already  referred  to,  leaving  £730  as  re¬ 
presenting  the  actual  increase  in  comparing  two  complete  years. 

Secondly,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  account  that  receipts 
on  account  of  services  rendered  under  the  Government’s 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  of  which  Scheme  the  Infirmary  is 
a  member,  represent  Interim  payments  only  and  not  a  final 
settlement.  It  is  particularly  important  that  this  should  be 
borne  in  mind  when  comparing  the  Income  against  Expenditure 
for  the  year,  as  the  cost  of  services  rendered  to  the  Government 
under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  is  considerably  higher 
than  the  amount  received  by  way  of  interim  payments.  Further¬ 
more,  a  sum  of  £2,490  as  the  final  settlement  for  the  last  four 
months  of  1 939  was  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in  the  Income 
for  the  year  under  review. 

The  Board  hopes,  therefore,  that  full  allowance  will  bemade 
for  the  difficulties  which  it  experiences  in  endeavouring  to 
present  a  true  picture  of  the  financial  aspect  of  the  year’s  work. 

The  total  Ordinary  Income  received  during  the  year 
(including  Gifts  in  Kind)  was  £18,974  Is.  8d.,  including 
approximately  £3,500  credited  from  1939  as  previously  referred 
to,  as  against  £14,357  16s.  Id. 

Contributions  from  the  employees  of  firms  continue  to 
show  an  increase,  which  is  a  most  pleasing  indication  that  these 
loyal  supporters  are  determined  to  help  all  they  can  to  meet  the 
ever  increasing  costs  to  the  Institution  during  these  anxious 
times.  The  Board,  though  gratified  with  this  welcome  increase, 
feels  sure  that  it  would  have  been  even  greater  if  further  support 
had  been  forthcoming  towards  the  cost  of  instituting  the  forty- 
eight  hour  week  for  nurses,  which  is  already  in  operation,  and 
trust  that  those  firms’  employees  who  have  not  yet  agreed  to 
pay  an  increased  contribution  will  decide  to  do  so  during  1941. 
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Legacies. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of

Expenditure  (Ordinary). 

The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  for  the  year  (including 
the  approximate  value  of  Gifts  in  Kind)  was  £20,814  8s.  Id. 
as  against  £18,014  19s.  3d.  An  increase  of  £2,799  18s.  lOd. 

Some  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  rise  in  Expenditure  are 
accounted  for  in  the  following  summary  of  the  main  increases  : 
Provisions  £539  (due  to  higher  prices) ;  Drugs  £  1 95  and  Dressings 
£161  (higher  prices  and  larger  stocks)  ;  Instruments  £330 
(including  £158  for  overhaul  of  Portable  X-ray  unit  and  £121  for 
additional  emergency  instruments)  ;  Linen  and  Bedding  £77 
(due  to  value  of  increased  Gifts  in  Kind)  ;  Laundry  £  1 1 4  (higher 
costs  and  increased  staff)  ;  Fuel  and  Lighting  £574  (New  Gas 
consumption  on  heating  installation  at  Nurses  Home  £549)  ; 
Uniform  £116  (Provision  of  uniform  to  Domestic  Staff  at  cost 
of  £90)  ;  Salaries  and  Wages  £600  (Increased  Staff,  New  ap¬ 
pointments,  Increments,  and  War  Bonuses). 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Ordinary  Expenditure  exceeds  the 
Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  by  £1,840  6s.  5d.,  and  although 
this  represents  the  actual  position  on  the  year’s  working,  regard 
should  be  had  to  earlier  remarks  on  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  Infirmary  as  a  member  of  the  Government’s  Emergency 
Hospital  Scheme. 

Expenditure  (Extraordinary). 

The  principal  item  of  expenditure  under  this  heading  is  an 
amount  of  £1,433  6s.  5d.  specifically  incurred  for  A.R.P.  work, 
etc.,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  who  will  be 
responsible  for  its  full  re-imbursement.  The  item  of  £140  which 
also  appears  represents  an  agreed  contribution  from  the 
Infirmary  in  consideration  of  the  Government’s  grant  toward 
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the  cost  of  air  raid  protective  measures  taken  at  the  Infiimary 
and  Nurses’  Home. 

Regionalisation  of  Hospitals. 

The  Board  feels  it  is  in  the  interest  of  all  supporters  of  the 
work  of  voluntary  hospitals  to  include  in  this  Report  some 
reference  to  the  important  developments  which  have  and  are 
taking  place  in  the  regionalisation  of  the  hospital  services  of 
the  Country.  In  April,  1937,  a  Voluntary  Hospitals  Commission 
was  constituted  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association  which 
resulted  in  the  following  chief  recommendations  being  made 
to  all  hospitals  : — 

1 .  The  division  of  the  Country  into  Hospital  Regions. 

2.  The  formation  in  each  region  of  a  Voluntary  Hospitals 

Regional  Council  to  correlate  hospital  work  and  needs 
of  the  region. 

3.  The  formation  of  a  Voluntary  Hospitals  Central  Council 

to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Regional  Councils. 

Since  these  recommendations  were  made,  that  Prince  of 
Philanthropists,  Lord  Nuffield,  created  what  is  known  as  the 
Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust  by  allocating  to  it  a  million 
and  a  quarter  shares  in  Morris  Motors,  Ltd.,  the  income  from 
which  is  intended  to  assist  hospitals  toward  the  fulfilment  of 
Regionalisation,  and  to  make  such  grants  to  individual  hospitals 
as  are  approved  by  the  Regional  and  Divisional  Hospitals 
Councils. 

A  North-Eastern  Regional  Hospitals  Advisory  Council  has 
now  been  formed,  and  the  Infirmary  has  been  represented  at 
the  several  conferences  which  have  been  held. 

Nurses’  Home  Extension. 

The  work  on  the  extension  of  the  Nurses’  Home  was  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  beginning  of  the  past  year,  and  early  in  April 
subscribers  and  representatives  of  the  Board  and  their  friends 
were  given  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  building.  The  new 
amenities  now  offered  to  the  Nursing  Staff  were  much  admired, 
and  to  judge  from  the  many  complimentary  remarks  made 
during  the  inspection,  the  Board  feels  that  its  efforts  to  provide 
the  best  possible  conditions  for  the  Nursing  Staff  are  fully 
appreciated. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  extensions,  including  the  building, 
heating  apparatus,  furniture,  Architect’s  and  Consulting 
Engineer’s  fees  was  £ 7,993  6s.  8d. 

Nursing  Staff  Appointments. 

Consequent  upon  the  increased  responsibilities  put  upon 
the  Matron,  Home  Sister  and  the  Sister  Tutor  through  the 
introduction  of  a  48  hour  week,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
appoint  an  Assistant  Home  Sister,  and  to  make  the  post  of 
Sister  Tutor  a  whole  time  one  and  to  appoint  an  Assistant 
Matron.  Accordingly  appointments  to  these  posts  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Air  Raid  Precautions. 

Many  additional  measures  of  protection  were  undertaken 
during  the  year  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
including  the  building  of  a  brick  tank  to  hold  a  reserve  supply 
of  water  in  the  event  of  emergency,  the  removal  of  sandbags 
around  the  building  and  the  erection  of  brickwork  protection, 
and  adaption  of  the  basement  of  the  Nurses’  Home  to  provide 
air  raid  shelter  accommodation  for  the  resident  Nursing  Staff. 
Further  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  Fire  Fighting 
Equipment  at  the  Infirmary  and  Nurses’  Home.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  may  also  be  mentioned  that  the  Staff  have  all  received 
instruction  on  how  to  deal  with  incendiary  bombs. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. 

The  Board  take  this  opportunity  to  express  its  warmest 
congratulations  and  profound  relief  upon  learning  of  the  escape 
of  Dr.  G.  Ian  Mackinlay  on  the  Retreat  from  Dunkirk.  Dr. 
Mackinlay,  who  is  an  Honorary  Anaesthetist  on  the  Staff,  is 
serving  as  a  combatant  in  H.M.  Forces  with  the  rank  of  Major, 
and  was  severely  wounded  during  the  retreat.  The  Board  is 
pleased  to  learn  that  Major  Mackinlay  is  making  a  good 
recovery. 

Mr.  G.  Parker,  F.R.C.S.,  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon,  has 
relinquished  his  duties  temporarily  in  order  to  take  up  a  position 
as  Senior  Resident  Medical  Officer  of  a  local  Emergency  Hospital. 
The  Board  much  regret  the  temporary  loss  of  Mr.  Parker’s 
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services  and  especially  of  his  admirable  work  as  Surgeon  to 
the  Fracture  Clinic. 

The  vacancy  thus  caused  has  been  filled  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  W.  Brewis  Levie  as  temporary  Honorary  Assistant 
Surgeon  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Dr.  G.  L.  Webster  has  also  been  appointed  temporary 
Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon  for  the  duration  of  the  war  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  absence  of  Mr.  P.  Brown,  which 
was  referred  to  in  the  1939  Annual  Report. 

As  an  emergency  measure  the  services  of  Drs.  Donald  G. 
Brownlie,  W.  Power,  and  J.  T.  Waldie  have  been  engaged  as 
temporary  Honorary  Anaesthetists  also  for  the  duration  of 
the  war.
